If spirit and willingness to learn have 
anything to do with the matter, as we 
know they do, it looks like a winning 
team for Punchard this 
year.

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They recommend that employer 
and employee come to a full under- 
standing about duties and duration 
of employment before the contract 
is actually made, and work so di- 
vided between the two as to em- 
ploy to best advantages any par- 
ticular skill of the employee. 


They consider a maximum of 60 
hours a week, with two to three 
hours on call being equivalent to 
one hour of actual work. Time off 
should consist of one full day and 
an extra evening, or two half days 
per week, or it may be arranged 
on a monthly basis. At least three 
legal holidays should be granted, 
and a vacation of one week with 
pay after the first year’s service, 
two weeks after the second. 

A week’s notice on the part of 
either employer or employee is con- 
sidered satisfactory. 

The minimum wage is set at $8, 
with the stipulation that girls with 
experience, skill, and _ efficiency 
should receive more. The value of 
board and room is roughly com- 
puted at $8, bringing the total wage 
up to $16. 

Finally, comfortable living con- 
ditions should be provided for the 
worker, including private bedroom, 
access to bath, space for personal 
possessions, adequate food and 


heat.

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We Won't Always Be Lucky 


Andover will soon have a new police sergeant. For- 
tunately, several years ago Andover adopted civil service for 
its police department, and since that time all appointments 
have been on a civil service basis. 


This year, apparently, a change has been made in the appli- 
cation of civil service rules, with the result being that now 
appointing officials are pretty much confined to the top man 
on the list. In the case of the police sergeant, this will be no 
severe trial to the local board of selectmen, as it is very ob- 
vious that the top man, officer David Nicoll, will make a very 
excellent sergeant. He is a young man, of course, and has 
proved to be a fine, dependable, courteous police officer, with a 
mentality of which any police department can be proud. An 
elevation in rank with its increased authority often goes to the 
head of some police officers, with the result being that they 
become overly officious. Usually, however, these tendencies are 
shown first when the person in question is just a patrolman, 
and officer Nicoll has shown no signs of officiousness. His ele- 
vation to the Sergeancy will give chief Dane a man on whom 
he can rely. 

But the recently changed civil service regulations might 
not always prove so fortunate. Formerly, the appointing offi- 
cers were given a list and they had the privilege of choosing 
one of the top three. This method had very great advantages. 
A scholastic test, such as the police officers have to take, 
doesn’t necessarily show which would make the best sergeant, 
and the board which has to base its decision on the results of 
that examination alone, cannot exercise its best judgment. The 
exam shows only that the officer can answer a certain number 
of questions of varying difficulty, and to some extent, possibly 
does measure his mentality, but everyone who has taken exams 
knows that you can cram quite a bit before them with a good 
chance of being well up in the list. Furthermore, the exam does 
not show in any way the character of the person involved, his 
ability to act under difficult circumstances, his personality, his 
leadership, his sense of responsibility, and a hundred and one 
other things that are needed to make a good police sergeant. 

There was, of course, a reason for this change in civil ser- 

vice practice. Commissioner Lupien is probably one of the most 
able men that the department has ever had. His business con- 
nections have been in Lawrence and his knowledge of the way 
civil service was working, or not working, in that city probably 
had a great deal to do with the change in the practice. If you 
give some officers any sort of leeway, there’s always a chance 
of juggling in such a way as to give friends the position instead 
of those who, by merit, deserve them. In many places, where 
the appointing officers could not be relied upon to act in the 
best interests of the people, civil service had become just a 
modified version of the Spoils System. Accordingly, the depart- 
ment decided to take away this leeway. And when you analyze 
the thing way back as far as analysis can go, you will find that 
the whole trouble is caused by the careless voter who marks 
his ballot without regard to the qualifications of the candi- 
dates thereon.

Represent Andover 


“I am delighted to have Andover

In Congress, she has taken a 
great interest in Civil Service, and 
served on that committee of the 
House. She is at present on the 
Foreign Affairs Committee, and 
never misses a session. Since it is 
the Committee’s work to supervise 
our diplomatic relations with other 
countries, Mrs. Rogers is naturally 
precluded from taking sides in the 
present neutrality controversy.

When the chain is com- 
pleted, it will form a state-wide 
association of women to do home 
defense work especially adapted to 
them. In the Andover school, for 
instance, women will be allowed to 
choose one of three specialized 
branches of service, doing warden, 
canteen, or motor corps work. All 
students will be instructed in the 
fundamentals of home nursing and 
first aid. 

When the courses are finished, 
some sort of a mass demonstration 
will be staged. Plans for this are 
still tentative, but it appears like- 
ly that a trip will be taken to some 
outlying district where the stu- 
dents will be enabled to show their 
wares under actual field condi- 
tions. Canteen workers will dem- 
onstrate the methods of convoying 
their trucks, wardens will show 
how to cook in a field kitchen, and 
motor corps women will roll up 
their sleeves and go to work on 
flat tires and bent axles. It all 
sounds interesting, as well as con- 
structive, and there should be a 
good turnout Friday night.

Standing behind ithe counters of 
a couple of Andover stores yester- 
day was a four-feet-tall young man 
who has become one of the best- 
known trade-marks in the adver- 
tising world.
